Dear Des, 

My wife turned pur copier on after supper to make the copies of my Army Intellige nce/ 
JFK records for you end fot the first tine in more than 50*000 copies it malfunctioned. 

Out here In the country we can’t even ask for a service call at night* I'll phone in 

the Homing* There in no local service* It comes from Hagerstown. They guarantee within 
48 hours* So, one way or another, I'll have the copies with me when I have to go to D*C. 
Friday if I cannot get t eau into thf* mail for you before then. I'm pretty sure of being 
able to have copies for you before then. But I can't go into Frederick to have the copies 
made coransrciaily tomorrow because o y car la in the shop for three days to have the paint 
touched up, eliminating the rust before bad weather. 

Meanwhile, I'll^Hwccrpt tho records I picked out this morning 

Under date of June 22, 1971 Raymond P. Boulanger, Assistant to General Counsel, Army, 
wrote me that "from the records which are presently available" the Jamas W. Powell, of 

whom I'd asked, "was an Army intelligence agent at the tine of the assassination of 

President Kennedy* " They claimed he had filed nothing about the assassination, according 
to these records which are presently available." 

Another record I tone out £.f the file Is of May 1,1975, by B t* Col. Sverott 5. Ha*m, 
Defense Investigative Service. Before then I'd also asked for copies of all the records 
on me. Se begins by trying to explain how thc-lr cnock on me yielded a "no record" 
response. (Not that I was not a solider in World War II.) let they had listings on me 
under "Assassination President John F. Kennedy," Only now they have nothing and 
"There is no way to tell what was in the files since they have boen destroyed," Ha 
assumed ths FBI had the information, which accounts for ny silence until I heard that the 
FBI had made a release of its Army Intelligence information, 

April 30, 1975, Army a ianoral Counsel Charles D # Abelard to me, "As stated in my 
letter of March 5,1975, the Department of the Army has feiadc every effort to locate the 
material you have requested ana has been unable to do so. 

The April 17, 1975 Mann letter to me, he has had thsir files checked, including on the 
, ennedy assassination and the Warren Commission, and "In all oases I have received a 'no 
record' response,"? There were earlier records and "The search revealled the following 
tracings that have since been deleted by the originators from the index i Assassination of. 
President John g, Kennedy , indexed by the Amy Investigative Records Repository, two 
lii- tings i file number ZA 013685 (no date indicated), and file number ZB 500928, listed 
aa 1967. [.6*9,3 .rl\uteA» by the U&AF OSI, file uunber 24C- 

0/515, no date indicated." 

I got no farthur when I interested the DoD. It did refer to others. One was Army 
Intelligence, Fort Meade, with & response from Thomas F. Conley, Chief, Freedom of Informa- 
tion Center of u uly 25,1577* *t begins the response to Kinckle, DpB, by referring to his and 
my letters, mine "complaining that the Agency has failed to locate any records on the John 
F. Kennedy assassination and/or himself." This is Army Intelligence Agency. As Conley here 
could not bring himself to refer to JFK as President, elsewhere he referred to the assassina- 
tion as the "incident." did not like the vigor of my response. 

On JFK Conley writes "Checks of the Impersonal Title Index of the Defense Central 
Index of Investigations (DCIl) were conducted under various titles relating to the assassi- 
nation, to determine the existence of any records pertaining to the incident. The results 
of the BCII check* indicate that no Army intelligence investigative records exist conoem- 
inf the JFK assassination. " (^ did nit mention their destructions, Mann, above.) 

un the Army intelligence agent present at the crime and confined to th*r building from 
which it was said to have been com itted, "Regarding the reference to Janes Powell, Mr, 
Weisberg has been inf o rm ed advised that there are no Army reports, records or photographs 
of Mr. Powell's presence fit the JFK assassination scene." 
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They checked the records of Powell 1 * outfit, the 112th Military Intelligence ^roup. 
information vno found relating to tV- JFK ftr-aeiini>tion* M **© concluded by describing 
their Exhaustive searches'* and that "no records ... sre known to exist# " 

But James V. Powell's superior, Colonel E.F*Bcy<i, did give & PowU transparency to 
the FBI. Iny 1/1/69 request of it for a copy and for all the relevant reports was repeated 
12/2/70. both are without response - unde* the 1C-dny law. Boyd told the FBI Powell 
believed hie ehot was taA*en within 50 seconds of the shooting. 2© wee close by, having 
Juat had lunch. * 

Powell was interviewed by FBI Se Geergo Bluney 1/3/b4 in Dallas. nlnney manages 
not to aontion that Powell vns ooofined to the T3BD f that he ua a there and took hie picture 
fast enough to get into the building before the police blocked th« door* That /// 
i learned fro* a Secret Service record, Dallas Secret Service Agent Roger C. Varner, ^e 
had been told by Dallas police detective Jack Brian of hie having interrogated Powell. 

Powul "was trapped inside" the TsED, Varner wrote, ile than interviewed Powell. This account 
has Powell rtandiz^g *S T thc comer of tbs frifaraant&itiHni streets whart* the TdBD is and a a 
joining a Sheriff's searching party./ 

There la no record that this Army Intelligence agent was "trapped* inside the 
building with e Camara and took a single picture in or from inside it. I have trouble 
believj^thie or that he made no report of any kind. 

‘flic early report to me that the FBI had records, meaning in addition to those I had 
and had not given them to the Warren Commission, inhibited me on this. 1 wanted those 
records out. I had a request for them th«t the FBI ignored, however, last night I read a 
let tax* from a frigid who has them, from the FBI. 

If you want to go farthur after this that can make a separate story. But 1 have to 

regard it aa his work unless he tells me otherwise, fou can let me know and I can be 

in touch with him. -*oanwhil© , I'll aak the i'iii Friday where ray copies of those records are. 
Jin has the flu, which has put him behind, so 1 did not ask him to a*dc the FBI. 

Going along with this there is what I would regard as worthy of mention. I’ve scon no 

mention of any comparison between the number of pages the FBI says it is. fc now roleaaiug 
and the number it gave the Warren Con Jusslsn* On tbj lattor , xii of the Report st tos tliat 
the FBI conducted about 25,000 interviewa and submitted 2,30C report* orTthoo. Obviously 
this was not all thu ro porta on more than 10 timca that aany interview 3. Iha FBI gave 
the 0 O arJ.aaion a^pt'oxi^ately 25,400 pages. It appears now tnat the FBI is rele a s ing soon 
buuiv 80,000 pages and if I understand correctly title is one of tvo reloaoc*. 

I was not assuming, as would apoaar to be reasonable, thnt the Army had records of 
the assassination* I have the file numbers above and the statement that it has all been 
filed in the memory hole. 

Those crazies act ilk* conspirators* Why destroy anything, especially r* Cords of so 
historic an irvent. In which the Army did not close the border and I understand that when 
hexloo did some U.S. authority opened it. bp t then the airports were* not closed in Dallas 
or in lwnnpbis.
